The machine has a gliding angle of 
sixteen to one, that is, in still air; 
it glides 16 feet to every foot it de- | 
scends. It has a still air speed of 20 | 
miles an hour. If the wind is 20, 
miles an hour, the glider remains sta- 
tionary and if more tnan that, it goes 
backwards, but if the air current is 
upward, the glider ascends. It is up 
on upward currents of air that the 


glider places main dependence for 
keeping aloft for more than brief 
periods. 


Must Know Air Currents, 


In saliing for a considerable dis- 
tance the glider pilot must know ap- 
proximately where he will encounter 
upward currents. Plowed fields and 
the sun creates a considerable up cur | 
rent, are favorable places. It is for | 
this reason that the charting of air 
currents has become necessary 
the commercial development of the 
glider. 

When the places along a certain 
route where air current may be en- 
countered become known, flights of 
hundreds of miies and ascents of more 


than four miles may be accomplished, 
Doctor Madeluag said.

in Virgin Isles 


There is compulsory education for 
all children from six to fifteen years 
of age. When a child ts absent from 
school without proper excuse. the par- 
ents are fined 20 cents for each day of 
absence. Parents are fined 10 cents 
for every time a scholar is tardy. 

Sickness Ie Investigated. 

When sickness is reported as the 
cause of absence, school nurses inves- 
tigate, and only on certificate from, 
these school nurses is the excuse of 
illness recognized. Simple treatment 
by the nurses frequently makes it pos- 
sible for a child to return to the clasa- 
room. 

With this system of fines, “playing 
hookey” is practically unknown in the 
Virgin istands. 

When the United States by purchase 
acquired the Virgin islands from Den- 
mark in 1917, there was already a 
well-established public school system, 
and it is estimated there was less than 
5 per cent illiteracy in the island. The 
school system, however, then extended 
only tothe’ sixth grade. 

More ‘Grades Are Added. 

Since then the seventh and eighth 
grades have been established gener- 
aHy, and two junior high schools have 
been opened, with the junior year 
being offered this year for the first 
time. In another year it is planned to 
| establish the fourth and last year of 
high school study. 

Children in the Virgin islands are 
anxious to learn, according to School 
Director Nase, head of the insular sys- 
tem, and the collecting of fines for 
tardiness and absence does not yield 
more than, $10 per month. This year 
there are 13 school teachers from the 
; United States giving instructions in 
the island schools, while all of the 
other teachers are Virgin islanders.

Rhubarb Puffs.—Put two tablespoon- 
fuls of rhubarb In each of four pud- 
ding cups that have been “well but- 
tered. Drop a spoonful of batter pre- 
pared by using a cupful of flour, a 
half cupiul of milk, a teaspoonful of 
baking powder and a little salt.- Put 
in another spoonful of rhubarb and 
finish with a little batter, leaving room 
to rise. Place the cups in a pan of 
boiling water, cover closely and steam 
fifteen minutes. Serve with. the fol- 
lowing sauce: Boil together one cup- 
ful of sugar and two-thirds of a cupful 
of rhubarb juice until it hairs. Pour 
slowly over two well-beaten egg whites 
and beat. until thick. Serve over the 
puddings. : 

Rhubarb Sponge.—Soak two table- 
spoonfuls of gelatin in one-fourth of 
a cupful of cold water. Scald a cupful 
of mt\k and dissolve one-third of a 
cupful of sugar’in it. Pour the hot 
milk over the. softened gelatin and 
stir until dissolved. Set the mixture 
in a cool place until it begtns to stif- 
fen, then beat well with an egg-beater; 
add one cupful of rhubarb. sauce and 
fold in the whites of two eggs beaten 
stiff. Turn the mixture into a mold 
that has been rinsed with cold wuter 
and chill. Serve the sponge with 
whipped cream, 

Rhubarb Punch.—Take one cupful 
of sugar, one-half cupful of water, the 
juice of two lemons, three cupfuls of 
rhubarb juice, and one cupful of pine- 
apple juice. Boil the sugar and water 
for three minutes, then add the fruit 
juices. Chill and serve with ice, 

Punch No. 2.—Boil three-fourths of 
a cupful of water with one and one- 
half cupfuls of sugar for three min- 
utes, add a pint of green tea—twice 
the ordinary stréngth—and three pints 
of rhubarb juice, the juice of three 
oranges and one lemon, Chill and 
serve.
